BYU’s  offensive  line,  230  to  215, 
and  the  WMU  offensive  line  also 
has  a 15-lb.  edge  over  the  Cat  de- 
fensive line.  226  to  211. 

New  Mexico’s  runners,  however, 
were  able  to  net  but  16  yards  rush- 
ing against  the  Cougars,  and  the 
BYU  defenders  hope  for  the  same 
effectiveness  against  Western 
Michigan. 

Against  Arkansas  State  Univer- 
sity last  Saturday  Ihe  Bronco  of- 
fense generated  358  yards  total 
offense— 20  yards  more  than  the 
Mountain  Cats  managed  against 
New  Mexico— yet  dropped  the  de- 
cision to  ASU.  21-8,  on  a rash  of 
penalties,  fumbles  and  intercep- 
tions. 

Western  Michigan  has  one  of  the 
outstanding  kickers  in  the  country 
in  Dale  Livingston,  a senior  who 
averaged  better  than  44  yards 
per  punt  last  year  and  is  accurate 
on  field  goals  within  the  40-yard 
line. 

HOMOLIK  HOBBLED 

BYU’s  ace  punter  Wes  Homolik, 
whose  punts  averaged  over  44 
yards  per  try  against  the  Lobos, 
may  see  only  limited  action  to- 
night. as  he  is  favoring  a pulled 
leg  muscle.  Wally  Hawkins  is 
slated  to  start  in  his  place  at 
wingback. 

With  the  exception  of  Homolik. 
the  rest  of  the  starting  lineup  will 
remain  the  same  as  last  week. 
Hudspeth  is  expected  to  go  with 
the  same  quarterback  rotation  as 
against  the  Lobos.  with  junior

The  biggest  volume  of  changes 
took  place  last  week  when  it  was 
free.  Charges  fell  off  sharply 
after  the  $5  late  fee  was  adopted 
and  diminished  even  more  with 
the  second-week  $10  fee. 

Bill  Sampson.  University  reg- 
istrar, said  this  year  there 
seemed  to  be  fewer  problems  than 
in  years  previous. 

“It’s  one  of  the  first  years  we 
haven't  had  even  one  student 
throw  down  his  packet  in  despair 
and  quit  registration,”  he  said. 

Would  computer  registration 
solve  the  registration  problem? 
“No,”  sighed  Sampson,  “just 
change  it.”

Three  new  awards  have  been  es- 
tablished by  the  Utah  Academy  of 
Sciences,  Arts  and  Letters  through 
endowments  by  two  Utah  families. 

The  Charles  Redd  Prize  is  in  the 
humanities  and  social  sciences;  the 
Willard  Gardner  Prize  is  in  the 
natural  sciences. 

The  prizes  will  be  awarded  for  a 
“most  significant  contribution”  in 
the  sciences  or  for  the  betterment 
of  mankind  in  the  state  in  the  five 
years  preceding  the  award,  ac- 
cording to  Academy  officials.  The 
awards,  each  in  excess  of  $1500, 
will  be  made  alternately.  An  an- 
nual award  is  anticipated 
FUNDS 

These  two  prizes  are  made  pos- 
sible by  endowment  funds  estab- 
lished by  the  Charles  and  Annaley 
Naegley  Redd  family  and  the  Wil- 
lard and  Viola  Hale  Gardner  fam- 
ily. 

The  third  award,  the  Academy 
Proceedings  Award,  will  be  given 
annually  for  the  best  paper  contri- 
buted to  the  “Proceedings,”  the 
Academy’s  semi-annual  journal. 
The  award,  for  not  less  than  $500, 
is  endowed  by  the  Redd  family.  I 
CATTLE  MAN 

Other  awards  conferred  by  the 
academy  include  the  Distinguished 
Service  Award  to  individuals 
“closely  connected  with  intellectual 
development  in  Utah”  in  arts  and 
letters  or  in  the  physical,  biological ! 
or  social  sciences;  and  the  Meri- 
torious Teaching  Award  offered  to 
outstanding  high  school  teachers  in 
one  of  the  four  academy  areas. 


Charles  Redd,  a BYU  class  presi- 1 
dent  around  1908,  built  a cattle  em- 
pire covering  34,000  deeded  acres,!;  § 

over  a million  acres  under  federal 
and  state  leases  and  3800  head  of 
cattle.  He  made  cattle’s  traditional 
enemy,  sheep,  work  for  him  by  his 
animal  breeding  research  that  pro- 
duced heavier  lambs,  hardier 
sheep  and  more  wool. 

For  four  years  he  served  as  pres- 
ident of  the  National  Wool  Market- 
ing Association,  an  organization  he 
helped  found.  In  recognition  of  his 
leadership,  the  “Record-Stockman” 
selected  him  “Man  of  the  Year”  in 
1956. 

He  served  on  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Utah  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege for  eight  years  and  represent- 
ed Utah  on  the  Hoover  Dam  Com-

ACTIONS  CUT 

According  to  Professor  of  Speech 
and  Drama,  Max  Golightly,  cutting 
objectionable  material  starts  at  the 
first  moment  of  direction  because 
action  is  more  important  than  line. 
The  action  often  needs  to  be  cut 
since  physical  movement  can  be 
more  suggestive  than  words. 

“The  purpose  of  theater  is  toi 
show  life  as  is  is  and  as  it  canj 
be,  but  we  must  use  great  discre- 
tion in  showing  the  first  phase,” 
he  said. 

Although  naughtiness  and  hanky- 
panky  underlie  “How  to  Succeed  in 
Business  Without  Really  Trying,” 
Prof.  Golightly  chose  to  underplay 
these  elements  in  last  year’s  pro- 
duction. 

"It  is  wrong  to  show  only  beauty 
and  light  on  stage.”  he  pointed 
out,”  but  taste  and  discretion  must 
be  employed  in  showing  both 
sides.” 

The  newest  Ph.D  in  the  Drama 
Department,  Dr.  Charles  Whitman, 

stated  that,  "The  only  censor  is 
yourself.  You  work  from  the  stand- 
point of  what  you  believe.” 

TO  BE  DIFFERENT 

“Everyone  tries  to  be  different,” 
he  concluded,  "but  the  only  way 
to  be  different  these  days  is  to  have 
standards.” 

The  aim  of  the  BYU  drama  de- 
partment, acording  to  its  chair- 
man, “is  to  produce  and  teach 
ethers  to  produce  ennobling  (heater 
art  which  we  would  not  hesitate  to 
present  before  the  Master.  A 
"rosy”  unrealistic  concept  of  life 
is  not  necessary  to  achieve  this 
goal.” 

In  Dr.  Woodbury's  estimation,  the 
play  is  for  the  audience,  and  any 
element  which  inhibits  communi- 
cation of  the  essence  of  the  play 
is  not  artful.  Furthermore,  drama 
has  for  centuries  explored  great 
and  meaningful  questions  without 
obscenities.  “Since  art  is  selective, 
depicting  all  a person  does  private- 
ly is  not  necessary  for  a true  por- 
trayal.” Dr.  Woodbury  concludes 
that  art  is  to  elevate,  not  to  de- 
grade.
